Bank of Italy to be Placed 
Under Direction of 
Employes Now

trol of the Bank of Italy, 
Califor­ 
nia’s largest bank in 
financial

sources and eighth ranking financial j 
institution in 
the 
United 
S tates,, 
gradually is to be passed to its em­ 
ployes, it mas announced recently 
by A. P. Giannini, 
the 
president. 
Title step, he said, would be epoch J 
making in bank management. 
< 
Giannini started the 
bank 
2 0 1 
years ago as a small one-room af-* 
fair. Today this San Francisco bank 
has 75 branches through California, 
with deposits exceeding $300,000,- 
000. The bank has 485,000 individ­ 
ual depositors. 
The Bank of Italy has more than 
2,000 employes, most of whom now 
own stock, according to Giannini, 
but his plan will assist every em­ 
ploye in obtaining additional stock 
holdings with the definite aim of 
eventual control passing to these 
workers. This is declared to be the 
first time a large banking institu­ 
tion has endeavored to turn over its 
affairs to employes. 
Giannini was the first 
man 
in 
America 
to 
develop 
state-wide 
branch banking to a great success. 
He will retire from the presidency 
of the bank October 17 next, when 
he will become chairman of the ex­ 
ecutive board. His resignation, he 
said, mas to relieve him from bank­ 
ing detail, to “give the younger fel­ 
lows a chance” and to allow him 
time to work out the profit-sharing 
ownership plan. 
“I am convinced,” he explained, 
“ that the day has come when those 
who create and upbuild an enter­ 
prise should own it. My plan is not 
for the benefit of big executives. It 
is all for our workers. My plan is 
for every office boy 
and 
junior 
clerk entering this institution to 
know it is possible for him to share 
in all the profits of the bank and 
for himself to reach the presidency 
by his own efforts and ability.” 
In the last year Giannini has giv­ 
en seven of his employes places on 
the board of directors. 
“The worker in a bank more oft­ 
en than not makes a better director 
than an outside business man,” he 
added. “The worker is in constant 
touch with the banking situation.” 
Giannini is 51 years old. He start­ 
ed as a poor 
boy 
in 
California, 
working his way up from laborer to 
the ownership of a small commis­ 
sion business. When he was 31 he 
retired with a fortune, having built 
up the largest commission house 
handling 
produce on 
the Pacific 
coast. He turned over the commis­ 
sion business to the workers who 
had been associated with him; they 
were permitted to buy the business 


through Its profits. But the young 
commission broker did not remain 
idle for long. Some friends suggest­ 
ed that he start a bank. 
Giannini said he always had in­ 
sisted on having the stock holdings 
of the Bank of Italy widely dis­ 
tributed. The bank now has more 
than 14,000 stockholders.

CHICAGO, Feb., 22— The great­ 
est tournament in the history of 
the 
American 
Bowling 
Congress 
will get under way here February 
23 to continue for 36 days, with 
a record 
breaking list of 2,131 
smashers, entered in the competition 
for prize money running close to 
$105,000. 
Measured from the standpoint of 
number of contestants, the event is 
the largest sporting proposition ever 
held. It is probable that no other 
event in the world enlists as many 
contestants, not even the Olympic 
games in which teams from all over 
the world compete. Major pin event 
world compete. The major pin event 
will be decided in the 132nd Regi­ 
ment Armory on Chicago’s west side 
and 28 especially constructed alleys 
have been installed to handle the 
army of pin spillers. 
In addition to the 2,131 five men 
teams, there will be 4,700 two men 
teams in the hunt for a slice of the 
prize fund, while 9,447 individuals 
will compete 
for 
the 
individual 
championship. 
The total entry fee 
amounts to $147,510, apportioned 
as follows: $53,275 in the five-men 
team competition; 
$47,000 in the 
doubles and $47,235 in the individ­ 
ual events. 
The bowlers will come from all 
quarters of America, including Can­ 
ada. giving the tournam ent an inter­ 
national flavor. 
Exactly IOO cities 
will be represented outside of Chic­ 
ago. 
Milwaukee 
furnished 
the 
largest out of town entry, sending 
120 teams. 
Detroit, an expected 


bidder for the 1924 tournament, 
entered IOO; Cleveland and Cincin­ 
nati each contributed 33; Toledo 
26 and Columbus I i. 
New York 
City will have ten teams in the com­ 
petition and there will be teams 
from Newark, Orange, and Eliza­ 
beth; N. J., and Buffalo, which will 
be represented by 35* teams, 
Teams 
alBo are entered from San Jose, 
California, Toronto, and Winnipeg, 
Canada, and as far south as Jack­ 
sonville, Florida.

All of last year’s champions will 
be in the competition. 
The Nelson- 
Mitchell team of Milwaukee, which 
annexed the five men title with a 
world record count of 3,139, will 
roll under the name of the Ziegler 
Chocolates this year. Daw and Wil­ 
son, of Milwaukee, who captured 
the doubles championship last year 
with the mark of 1*358, another 
record, also are entered. Carl Baum­ 
gartner, of Cincinnati, winner of 
last year’s 
singles 
championship 
with a mark of 724, will defend his 
title. The veteran Billy Knox, of 
Philadelphia, the A. B. C.’s only 
“300 man”, will roll with a Quaker 
City outfit. Knox’s total of 2,019 
in the all-events last year, wras a 
record. 
Statistics indicate that 1,800,000 
bowling balls wiil be tossed ab o u t1 
65,000 miles during the progress! 
of the tournament. 
Fifty-six pin I 
boys will handle 37,688,750 pounds 
of maple ten-pins and in addition
